CULTURE OF CAMELLIAS, AZALEAS 
AND GARDENIAS 


Choose a well-drained location in semi-shade. Do not 
set the plant any deeper than it was originally when 
growing in the nursery. Plant firmly, water well, and 
scatter a thin layer of dead leaves around the base of 
the plant. A mulch of leaves rather than cultivation 
around the roots is advisable at all times. 


During the growing season, sprinkle a small amount 
of commercial fertilizer on top of the ground around 
the plants once a month and water it in. In early 
spring and fall spray the plants twice at two-week in- 
tervals with Black Leaf 40 and Volek Emulsion Oil.
